On Tuesday, November 21, 2000, Sergeants Elier Morejon, Thomas T. Campbell and Alfred Gonzales 
along with Lieutenant Mike O’Brien of the Internal Affairs Bureau responded to Carson Station regarding 
anon-hit deputy involved shooting. Deputies from Carson Station were involved a non hit shooting after 
asuspect ran from them armed witha rifle, following a vehicle stop, and then turned pointing the rifle in 
their direction. 

The summary of this incident is based on information obtained from reports, memoranda, and other 
documents regarding Carson Station File #400-14554-1694-055, interviews of involved sworn 
personnel, civilian witnesses and Suspect Daniel Becerra. (See Exhibit - A)

DEPUTY MICHAEL AUSTIN 


Deputy Michael Austin said that he and his partner Deputy Inital were working as 163A2 ina marked 
black and white patrol car. Deputy Austin said that he was driving to а call for service in which he was 
assigned as the assisting unit. He was responding toa call of possible gang members drinking beer and 
making loud noises across fro! ош Berendo Avenue, Torrance. Deputy Austin said thathe 
drove his vehicle northbound Berendo Avenue from Torrance Boulevard. He believes he turned off his 
headlights in order to “sneak” in on the disturbing parties. Deputy Austin approached Milton Street and 
saw a vehicle described as a 1992, BMW, White, 4 door, License en eastbound Milton 
Avenue approaching Berendo Avenue. (See Exhibit - С) The vehicle made an aggressive left turn onto 
northbound Berendo Avenue directly in front of Deputy Austin’s vehicle. Deputy Austin said that as the 
vehicle made turn he could clearly see that the front passengers door was ajar. Не felt this was very odd 
and unusual. He could not see inside the vehicle because the windows were heavily tinted. The vehicle 
quickly accelerated away from Deputy Austin. Deputy Austin said he also accelerated to catch up to the 
vehicle, because he intended to stop it for vehicle code violations. Deputy Austin said that the vehicle 
came to a quick stop directly in the middle of the intersection. Deputy Austin had just turned on his 
vehicle’s rotators and spot lights as the vehicle came to a stop. 


The car slowed and before it came to a complete stop the front passengers door opened. Deputy Austin 
saw what appeared as the tip of a rifle pointed upwards from inside the front right passenger compartment. 
The front passenger got out very rapidly before Deputy Austin’s vehicle came toa stop. Deputy Austin 
described the front passenger, Suspect Daniel Becerra, asa Male Hispanic, 510, 180, shaved head, 
mustache or goatee, wearing dark clothing; dark baggie pants and a dark jacket. The suspect ran 
northeast with the rifle in his right hand. Deputy Austin thought that the rifle was possibly an SKS type rifle. 
Deputy Austin said that as the suspect got to the sidewalk area were there was a retaining wall he 
immediately spun his upper torso back towards him and his partner and started lowering the barrel of the 
rifle in their direction. Deputy Austin said at this time he felt the suspect had taken a position ofadvantage 
and was going to open fire on them. Deputy Austin said he was standing behind his open driver’s door 
when he fired his Department issued semi-automatic handgun at the suspect to stop the suspect from firing 
athim and his partner. Deputy Austin believes he shot three to five rounds. The suspect then ducked and 
hid behind the retaining wall. Deputy Austin immediately lost sight of the suspect. After the shooting, 
Deputy Austin saw approximately three people walking towards him on the west sidewalk. Deputy Austin 
pointed his duty weapon at the three individuals because he thought they might be involved with the suspect. 
Deputy Austin claimed that immediately following the shooting he was overwhelmed with the surroundings, 
he had a fleeing suspect with a rifle, three individuals held at gunpoint and a vehicle with possible suspects 
inside. He immediately requested the patch and started to coordinate units to his location. Deputy Austin 
said that as soon as the assisting units arrived they cleared the vehicle which contained three additional 
suspects. Deputy Austin said that he found the rifle, (.22 calibre, JC Higgins, Model 28, Sears & 
Roebuck) laying in the front yard o; оша Berendo Avenue. It was parallel to the chain link fence 
that ran along the driveway о: (See Exhibit - D) 
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DEPUTY KINA INITAL 


Deputy Inital said that he and his partner Deputy Austin were driving northbound Berendo Avenue from 
Torrance Boulevard on their way to a call for service around the area of Berendo Avenue and Milton 
Avenue. Once they approached Milton Avenue he sawa white vehicle driving eastbound Milton Avenue. 
The vehicle made a quick left turn onto Berendo Avenue. When the vehicle made the turn he saw that the 
right front passenger door was partially open. He told Deputy Austin that he saw the front door open. 
Deputy Inital said that Deputy Austin attempted to make a traffic stop, but the vehicle never slowed down. 
The vehicle eventually slowed down and a male Hispanic jumped out carrying in his right hand what 
appeared to him as a rifle. Deputy Inital stepped out of his vehicle and immediately unholstered his 
weapon. The suspect ran northeast. Deputy Inital said that they did not chase the suspect because they 
knew that there was a possibility that other occupants inside the vehicle still existed. 


Deputy Inital said the suspect ran onto the east sidewalk of Berendo Avenue. The sidewalk has a 
telephone pole at the curbside. The suspect paused behind the telephone pole and turned towards Deputy 
Inital and his partner. Deputy Inital fearing for his life fired approximately two to three rounds from his 
service weapon at the suspect, while standing behind the front passenger door. Deputy Inital said he 
believes he fired two or three rounds at the suspect. Deputy Inital said that he still perceived the suspects 
in the vehicle asa threat. Deputy Austin immediately requested assistance via his handheld radio. Deputy 
Inital said that with the assistance of other Carson Station units they initiated a felony extraction of the 
remaining three passengers in the vehicle.

All admitted to drinking beer 
prior to the incident. 


evening he had seen numerous people across the street from his residence drinking beer and being loud. 
Уо И га he went to bed and was later awakened by a loud sound made by a vehicle as it 
traveled on Berendo Avenue. He said seconds after he was awakened he heard gunshots, unknown how 
many. He immediately walked up to his window which faces west. He saw a police car with the driver 
deputy standing just outside of the driver’s door holding his handgun and pointing it in anorthern direction. 
Witness ғ! he did not see who shot and never saw anyone run from the white vehicle. 


SUSPECT STATEMENTS 
Suspect Becerra was not arrested on the night of the incident. He was later arrested by Detectives from 


Carson Station during the service ofa Search Warrant. These Suspect Statements are taken from Carson 
Station O.S.S. Detective Ismael Chavez’ supplemental report. (See Exhibit - Е) 
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SUSPECT STATEMENTS (CONT.) 


Suspect Becerra was interviewed and originally denied being involved in the incident at question. Further 
into the interview Detective Chavez told Suspect Becerra that he believed that he was the one who ran 
from the vehicle and then turned around and pointed the rifle at the deputies. Suspect Becerra put his head 
down and nodded yes. Suspect Becerra then asked to speak to his attorney and the interview was 
terminated. 


PHYSICAL EVIDENCE 


There were a total of five expended casings found at the scene by the crime lab. Three casings were found 
east of the radio car on the street. (See Exhibit- F) One casing was found on top of the roof of the radio 
саг. (See Exhibit- G). One of the casings was found on the driver’s side floorboard of the radio car. 
(See Exhibit - Н). Four out of the five rounds were accounted for. One round struck the light pole on the 
east sidewalk of Berendo Avenue. (See Exhibit- I) One round struck the retaining wall near the light pole 
on the east sidewalk of Berendo Avenue. (See Exhibit - J). The other two rounds struck a block wall 
fence located behind the light pole Ea (See Exhibit - K) None of the 
projectiles were found and therefore we are unable to determine which rounds were fired from what 
weapon. 


INVESTIGATOR OBSERVATIONS 


Idid not find any property damage to any of the surroundings homes or vehicles. The rounds that struck 
the walls made very minor indentations. Civil Litigation was not requested for this reason. The light pole 
located on the east sidewalk directly over where the suspect turned towards the deputies provided good 
overhead lighting conditions. The light was in good working order. (Exhibit - L) 


On November 28, 2000, Los Angeles County Deputy District Attorney Wayne Sato, filed felony 
complaint number TA05820701, charging Suspect Becerra, Daniel with Assault with a deadly weapon on 
Peace Officer 245(D)(1) PC, Possession of Controlled Substance for Sale 11351 H&S, Possession of 
Firearm in violation of Probation 12021(D) PC. On December 27, 2000, was convicted for 245(D)(1) 
PC and received three years felony probation and 240 days in the county jail. 


All three witnesses that were inside the BMW were later released without charges. The three individuals 


who walked up to the scene were only detained as witnesses for interview purposes and subsequently 
released. 
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
